to the article knowingly and in reckless and wanton disregard of their truth
or falsity so as to represent falsely and fraudulently to the purchasers of the
article and to create in the minds of the purchasers of the article the impression
and belief that the article contained ingredients or medicinal agents effective
as a treatment, remedy, cure, or specific for all female diseases, for inflamma-
tion, ulceration, or congestion of the womb. leucorrheea, suppressed, profuse,
or painful menstruation, prolapsus (falling of the womb), fibroid tumors, and
all uterine diseaseé, and was a pesitive guaranteed specific for any displace-
ments, inflammation, and congestion of the ovaries, ovarian tumors, whereas Lhe
article contained no ingredients or medicinal agents which would be effective
in accomplishing the results claimed in the above statements.

On March 23, 1920, the case was dismissed as to the defendant Fredericks,
and, upon a plea of guilly by the defendant Peter R. Lunkes, the court imposed
a fine of $25 and costs. ‘

7932, Misbranding of Morley’'s Wonderful Eight. .U. S. * * * v, Morley
Medicine Co., n Corporation. Plea of guilty. Fine, $205 and costs,
(F. & D. No. 9506. I. 8. No. 11991—m.)

On December 3, 1919, ihe United States attorney for the Eastern District of
Missouri, acting upon a report by the Secreiary of Agriculture, filed in the
District Court of the United States for said district an information against the
Morley Medicine Co., a corporalion, doing business at St. Louils, Mo., alleging
shipment by said defendant, in violation of the I'ood and Drugs Act, as amended,
on February 24, 1917, from the State of Missouri into the State of Tennessee,
of a quantity of an article, labeled in part, “ Morley’s Wonderful 8 Right
Alcohol 60% TFor Internal and Hxternal Pains, Colic, Cramps, Neuralgia,
Rheumatism, Inflammations, Congestions, Headache, Xarache, Bruises, Culs,
Spraing, Coughs, Colds, Sore-Throat, Many Chest and Lung Diseases. Family
Pain Killer and Ready Relief Price 25 Cents. Morley Medicine Co. Proprietors,
St. Louis, Mo.,” which wag misbranded.

Analysis of a sample of the article by the Burcau of Chemistry, of this de-
partment, showed that the preparation consisted essentially of an alcoholie
solution containing soap, camphor, oil of turpentine, oil of sassafras, and
amnonia,

Misbranding of the article was alleged in the information in that the state-
ments on the carton containing the article, regarding the therapeutic and cura-
tive effects of the article, to wit, “ Morley’s Wonderful 8 Eight Alcohol 60%
for Internal and External Pains, Colic, Cramps, Neuralgia, Rheumatism, In-
flammations, Congestions, Headache, Earache, Bruises, Cuts, Sprains, Coughs,
Colds, Sore-Throat, Many Chest and Lung Diseases. TFamily Pain Killer and
Ready Relief Price 25 Cents. Morley Medicine Co. Proprietors, St. Louis,
Mo.,” were false and fraudulent in that the statements were applied to the
article knowingly and in reckless and wanton disregard of their truth or
falsity, so as to represent falsely and fraudulently to the purchasers thereof
and to creaie in the minds of purchaSers thereof the impression and belief that
the article was composed of, or contained, ingredients or medicinal agents
effective as a remedy, trentment, and cure for colie, sore throat, and many chest
and Iung discases, when, in fruth, it was not. Iurther misbranding was al-
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leged in thatl the siatements, in foreigh languages and in Inglish, in the cireun-
lar accompanying the article, regarding the therapeutic and curalive effects of
the article, in part, to wit, “Morley’s Wonderful 8 Right for Internal and Ex-
ternal Use Pain Killer and Quick Relief Externally :—Tor the Relief and
Treatment of Muscular Rhewmatism, Sciatica, Neuralgin, Headache, Sprains,
Sore Joints, Toothache, IKarachie, Backache, Influenza and IPleurisy. Inter-
nally :—For Colic, Cholera Morbus, Cramps, Diarvheea, Indigestion, Heurt{burn
